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Nebraska Estimate Up 
Rains 
Revive

May Moisture 
Hikes Prospects

Continued improvement in >.he 


weather has restored Nebraska's 
winter wheat crop prospects to 
the approximate level of last 
December, a forecast crop of 
some 70,642,000 bushels. 


The improved crop conditions 


are attributed to better soil 
moisture conditions during M?y, 
according to State Crop Stalis- 
tician A. E. Anderson. 


"The wheat is exceptionally 


well stooled and well headed. 
And the heads are long." Anaer- 
son said. 
While a 70-million bushel crop 


5s considerably under the reccid 
U7 million bushels harvested in 
1952, 
it is relatively about as 


good because of the greatly re- 
duced acreage that will be har- 
vested. Twentytwo Bushels 


Nebraska farmers harvested 4,- 


342,000 acres of wheat two years 
ago, 
and the average per acre 


was about 22 bushels. 


With a million fewer acres to be 


harvested this year, the predicted 
yield still will average about 22 
bushels per acre. 
The past month was extremely 


favorable for wheat, and only the 
possibility of some black stem 
rust appears now as a possible 
Threat to the 
crop, Anderson 


added. 
From the forecast of 70,718,000 


bushels last December, d r y 
weather forced Department of 
Agriculture estimates as low as 
63,274,000 in April. The beginning 
of the spring rains added a mil- 
lion bushels to the prospects a 
month ago, and May rainfall 
brought the crop the rest of the 
way up the comeback trail. 


This forecast 
would make 
Nebraska's 1954 crop the eighth 
largest of record though smaller 
than the 1953 crop of 35,005,000 


Large Wheat 
Crop Assures 
1955 Controls 
WASHINGTON W) — The Agri- 


culture Department Thursday fore- 
cast this year's wheat production 
at about 1 billion bushels — a crop 
large enough to require continu- 
ance of production controls next 
year. 
The indiccated crop is at least 


100 million bushels larger than 
nrospective market 
needs, and 


hence will add to a record surplus 
IH about 875 million bushels. 


'oushels and smaller than the 
74,187,000 bushel average for the 
10-year period ending in 1952. 
The J u n e forecast also 


improved the rye prospects by 
200,000 bushels. 
The forecast 
called for a crop of 10 bushels 
per acre or 1,920,000 bushels. In 
May-a crop of 9 bushels per acre 
or-'i,728,000 bushels was fore- 
cast. 
Nebraska's wheat outlook was 


second only to that of Kansas 
which

acre, Nebraska looked better, 
however with a 22-bushel per 
acre - outlook. 


Growing conditions actually 


appeared to be better than the 
forecast indicated for the State-

Armed Kidnaper Qets $75,000 


—Building Leveled— 
5 Killed, 
32 Hurt 
In Blast 


Drug Plant Explosion 
Rocks South St. Louis 


ST. LOUIS (#>)—A terrific ex- 


plosion demolished a drug com- 
pany plant Thursday, killing five 
employees and injuring 32 other 
persons. 


More than 210 police and fire- 
men were thrown into the rescue 
operation and in fighting a fire 
that swept the plant immediately 
after the powerful blast. 


The body of one of the victims 


was not found until Thursday 
night, nine hours after the ex- 
plosion about five miles from the 
heart of St. Louis. 


The two-story brick building of 
the Wilson-Keith Pharmaceutical 
Co. plant was leveled and ad- 
joining buildings w e r e badly 
damaged. 


Nearly two hours after 
the 


explosion Fred R. Layton, 28, 
who had been working in the 
building, was 
dug from the 


wreckage and taken to a hos- 
pital, 
unconscious. 
Firemen, 


using an electric saw to cut 
through heavy timbers, could 
hear moans 40 minutes before 
they were able to rescue him. 


Flame Throwers 


The cause of the 
explosion 


was unknown. Various persons 
advanced as possible causes an 
accumulation of dust, escaping 
gas and a mishap on processing 
of a powder mixture used in 
Army flame throwers. 


The blast shook the southside of 
St. Louis for mile around. The 
immediate neighborhood was show- 
ered with bricks, wood and glass 
shot skyward like a great geySer. 


The wall of an adjoining laundry, 


the White Line, crumpled under 
the impact. Its employees were 
showered with white dust before 
the laundry, one of St. Louis' larg- 
est, broke into flames. 
A resi- 


dence nearby also caught fire and 
was destroyed. 


Five fire alarms were sounded 


as firefighting equipment from 
all directions sped to the scene. 
All available ambulance and po- 
lice patrol cruising cars were 
rushed there. 


Robert Keith, president of the 
drug company, said there were 
17 employees on the job at the 
time of the blast which Fire 
Chief Walter H. Kammann said 
'possibly was caused by dust." 


The drug company was re- 


ported to have had about 500 
types of drugs and chemicals.

WASHINGTON (£>)—The Re- 
publicans 
on • the 
McCarthy- 
Army investigating committee 
voted Thursday night to wind 
up the televised hearings as soon 
as cross-examination 
of Sen. 


McCarthy (R-Wis) and two aids 
has been completed. 


The 4-3 vote came after Mc- 
Carthy denied under oath the 
"improper pressure" c h a r g e s 
hurled at him by Army officials, 
and said the Democrats and sev- 
eral key figures in the Eisen- 
hower administration must share 
the blame for the charges being 
filed. 
The three Democrats on the 
Senate Investigations Subcom- 
mittee held out to the end for 
calling additional witnesses, in- 
cluding Clark Clifford, onetime 
aid to President Truman: Maj. 
Gen. Kirke Lawton, commander 
of Ft. Monmouth, N.J.; and Pvt. 
G. David Schine, the million- 
aire draftee whose Army career 
is at the heart of the contro- 
versy. 


The GOP majority prevailed, 
however, and barring a change 
in plans the curtain will ring 
down after all senators and the 
Army side have completed ques- 
tioning McCarthy and aids Roy 
M. Cohn and Francis P. Carr. 
Acting chairman Mundt said no 


target date for ending the in- 
quiry, now going into its eighth 
week, was set. He offered a per- 
sonal guess, however, that "there 
is a right good chance of con- 
cluding the last part of next 
week." 


Mundt said the decision to call 


it quits with the testimony of the 
McCarthy side was taken on the 
recommendation of both McCar- 
thy and the Army camp's counsel.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—The 23-year-old wife of a wealthy 


Phoenix industrialist was kidnaped Wednesday and her 
husband said he paid $75,000 ransom Thursday for her 
return . 


Police said the abductor got orway. 
Mrs. Evelyn Ann Smith, mother of two children, was 


seized Wednesday afternoon as she drove away from a 
beauty parlor in her car. She was returned unhurt. 


Her husband is Herbert Smith, 
treasurer of the Smith Pipe & 
Steel Co. 


Newspapers, news services and 


radio stations had remained si- 
lent about the kidnaping for 24 
hours, co-operating with a police 
request. Police said the vicious 
threats in the ransom note 
caused them to fear that Mrs. 
Smith might be killed. 
Smith, following instructions 


delivered to his home in a bou- 
quet of rose buds Thursday 
afternoon, drove his car into the 
rugged Superstition Mountains, 
45 miles east of Phoenix. 


Sighted By Pilot 


The pilot of a sheriffs airplane 


sa%v him standing by his parked 
car on a dirt road, waiting for a 
contact about 5 p.m. (MST). 


About an hour later Police Sgt. 
Clem Hoyt saw Smith driving 
through the city of Mesa, 16 
miles east of Phoenix, with a 
woman in his car. 
Smith and his wife arrived at 


their home at 6:32 p.m. 
Mrs. Smith was whisked into 


her bedroom and a physician was 
called. 
Reporters were admitted to the 
home for a few minutes and then 
asked to leave.

The attorney's statement read: 


"A private agreement accept- 


able to both parties has been 
concluded by Mr. and Mrs. 
James Roosevelt which com- 
pletely settles their differences. 


"Tlie matter of final termina- 
tion of their marriage has been 
worked out by both parties and 
their attorneys. This is in the 
best interests of all concerned, 
and we believe no further com- 
ment should be necessary."

The former New York office 


manager, convicted ol killing his 
wfcjn what was descnbed as a 
near perfect murder two years 
ago. displayed no emotion as he 
stepped up to the death trap-. 


4 
Grammer was clad in denims, 


loafers and white sweat socks. 
His entire body was encased in 
a black shroud. 
Four guards 


surrounded him as he walked 
to the gallows. As he \vas placed 
over the trap, one dropped a 
hood over his expressionless face. 


Grammer closed his eyes and 


tilted his face upwards as the 
hood blanked out his last glimpse 
of the world. 


Last Steps 


Two chaplains walked the last 


steps with Grammer. As he was 
hanged, the prayers of his fellow 
prisoners could be heard in the 
background. 


This death-row cell was just 


off the grim, high-ceilinged exe- 
cution chamber. In Maryland, 
one of the few states still using 
hanging as a method of execu- 
tion, the several witnesses stand 
below and in front of the gallows. 
The condemned man drops in 
Iront of them. 


Grammer, the man the stale 


said killed for the love of an- 
other woman, and tried to make 
the killing appear to be an auto 
accident, spent much oi his last 
day with his Bible- 


Last Request 


He also spent time with three 


members of his family. 


His only other visitor, besides 


prison authorities, was the chap- 
lain, the Rev. Benjamin Blu- 
baugh. 


The stocky blond p r i s o n e r 


made only last special request— 
that he receive the attention of 
the prolcstanl. chaplain and be 
permitted to take communion. 


Grammer w a s convicted of 


bludgeoning his 38-year-old wife 
Dorothy Mae Grammer, mother 
of his three children, and send- 
ing her body down a hill in a 
car as an attempted cover-up of 
the killing. 


He maintained his wife was 


killed during a quarrel—that the 
slaying d u r i n g the pre-dawn 
hours of Aug. 20, 1952 was not 
premeditated. 


Two policemen happened by 


about the time of the wreck, at 
first reported as a traffic acci- 
dent. The policemen became sus- 
picious of what they found at 
the wreck scene. 


For one thing, a pebble was

Of Men And Things

President Eisenhower was on record in 


Washington Thursday as telling a news con- 
ference that he was more concerned about 
the world-wide popular appeal of Communism 
than the danger of military attack. 
There 


may he a solid basis for the President's ex- 
pressed concern if he is referring to vast land 
areas, with their masses of world population. 
But Communism has no popular appeal to the 
free world, and more particularly to the peo- 
ple of the United States. 


What we .are facing is a rather sordid 


record of long years of colonial exploitation 
which, has created a deeply-rooted bitterness 
among backward peoples, still burdened with 
a primitive status of life entailing hardship, 
poverty and not infrequently undernourish- 


ment. These peoples have 
come awake. They are on 
the march. 
Their attitude 


best can be described by 
the statement that they do 


not Jov« Communism so much as that they 
have acquired an uncompromising hatred for 
the colonial system under which they have 
lived, and the white man who imposed that 
system upon them. That, we take it, is what 
President Eisenhower had in mind when he 
talked to newsmen Thursday. 
Even under 


the harsh economic circumstances of the 
'thirties, there were millions of unsung heroes 
and -heroines here in the United States, out- 
of-work, hard-pressed, desperately in need of 
money to pay for the bare necessities of life, 
unable to find jobs and the paychecks which 
go with jobs, who nevertheless never so much 
as gave a passing thought to becoming Com- 
munists. They took their misfortune in stride, 
loyal and devoted to their country and its in- 
stitutions. 
In all of this talk about Com- 


munism, we may place entirely too much em- 
phasis upon its appeal and overlook the 
loyalty and devotion which is a part of Amer- 
ican, character, the true character of millions 
of men and women. 


a bcttci imestment than through the inspired 
vision embraced in this long-range building 
program.

of state, John Foster Dulles. Beyond relief in 
the knowledge that bloodshed is no longer 
taking place in Korea, there is no peace of 
mind for an American citizen for the con- 
tinuing and mounting threat of Communism.

Heading Toward Riches 


This country is indebted to Solomon Fabri- 


cant, director of research for the National 
Bureau of Economic Research, who has been 
able to look both backward and forward and 
make an enthusiastic report each day. 


After looking backward 80 years, then 


about-facing and looking forward an equal 
number of years. Mr. Fabricant says that if 
the rate of progress is not interrupted the 
annual income of the average family will 
be about $25,000 by the year 2033 on the 
basis of 1953 prices. 


The forecast is based upon the way the 


average family lived in 1874 compared with 
today. Eighty years ago the average family 
was lucky to have a shelter, long hours of 
steady employment without much return. 
Today the average family by contrast lives in 
riches with a 40-hour week, an automobile, 
a TV set, an anuual vacation, a home full 
of comfort and beauty. Indeed, he lives bet- 
ter than the wealthy 80 years ago. 


The phenomenon seems to be that earn- 


ings apparently adjust themselves proportion- 
ately to the number and variety of usable 
things manufactured and made available, 
with the magic that the economics of the 
cycle seem to take care of themselves and 
people constantly live better. 


We're Reassured 


This country is sensitive to the welfare of 


one of its cherished institutions—free enter- 
prise. And the best evidence that it will go 
on doing well is evidenced by that constant 
concern. Another comforting factor is that 


' while arguing about it, the people keep 


working at it. 


The St. Lduis Post Dispatch is a guardian 


of free enterprise in its area and reports that 
its spirit is neither 
dead nor dying but 


marching on. As an example, it said that at 
Eliznbclhton. Tcnn., where a pipeline is being 
laid in front of an automobile agency's place 
of business, virtually paralyzing that business, 
an indomitable salesman took care of the 
situation by climbing down into the ditch and 
selling the sang foreman a new car. "\Vjth 
that kind of enterprise/' observes the Post 
Dispatch, "h^.v can we lose?"

WASHINGTON.—The breach 


between the two chief allies of 
the last 15 years is much wider 
and more serious than is realized 
outside diplomatic circles.

States, who once fought side by 
side, who once virtually decided 
world policy together, who over 
almost two decades were the

and London were in constant

At his press conference on Tues- 


day Secretary of State Dulles was 
asked if there was any intention 
of dealing unilaterally with the 
Indo-China situation. He replied 
that this would not happen unless 
the whole nature of aggression 
should change there. Unilateral ac- 
tion might be taken by the United 
States, Dulles suggested, if there 
was open armed aggression by 
China. 


In the days and weeks just 


ahead, with the threat to Hanoi 
and the Red River delta as grave 
as it is. there arc almost certain 
Jo be charges of direct Chinese 
intervention. The fact that the 
Viet Slinh guerrillas have today 
thc capacity to launch an attack

Army counsel, Joseph N. Welch, 
the Pickwickian character with tlw 
bow ties and the manners of the 
old school. Mr. Welch is a highly 
intelligent man to whom it must 
be clear that while McCarthy and 
Cohn look bad hi this inquiry, the 
Army is no ball of fire, either. 


So he has been putting Mr. Cohn 


on trial, according to a legal tech- 
nique hallowed by custom. Polite 
but tireless, he has been evoking 
the picture of young Mr. Cohn 
badgering and baiting the highest 
officials of the government in or- 
der to get a" commission for his 
friend Private G. David Schine. 


Cohn, so arrogant when ques- 


tioning McCarthy's witnesses, so 
greasilv polite when sketching his 
self-portrait of injured innocence, 
is not a sympathetic character. 
Welch is. Like the late Senator 
Robert Taft, he creates a life-with- 
father 
atmosphere around him 


and flanked by his clean-cut 
young assistant, James St. Clair. 
he has been for weeks the oasis 
of spring water in a dusty land. 


All this has been hard on Joe 


McCarthy. In the first place, his 
vanity makes him restless when 
he 
cannot dominate a 
scene, 


whether to applause or hisses. He 
is smart. He has perceived that, 
by the power of that essence which 
is character, Welch has become 
an influence in these proceedings 
which hurts his case. 


By waraiag glances, an eadfess

McCarthy 
said, go ahead, it's your job 
that's what you're supposed to 
do. 


And what happened? Some-

McCarthy turned loose a quo- 


tation from Shakespeare (Mac- 
beth). Jenkins struck back with 
another (Othello). 


Both expressed mutual esteem 


for each other as well as for 
Shakespeare. 


Appropriately for this time of 


3rear, Jenkins gave out with a 
line that appears to have been 
lifted straight out of a high 
school commencement address: 


Mixed Quartet 


"And now, at the very twilight 


of this drama, you might say, 
when the curtain is rapidly fall- 
ing 
the characters will walk 


from the stage." 


All that was needed to make 


the picture complete was a mixed 
quartet singing, "when you come 
to the end of a perfect day." 


The whole thing so affected 


Jenkins and McCarthy that they 
wound up praising Secretary of 
the Army Stevens . . . Honest 
. . . upright . . . a man with 
whom, in Jenkins words. Mc- 
Carthy 
held 
"some bond of 


friendship even bordering on af- 
fection." 


McCarthy bought all this, with 


Qualifications. He said he thought 
Stevens was naive in regard to 
Washington politics, and when 
he came down here Stevens got 
himself "mousetrapped." 


McCarthy u s e d the word 


"mousetrapped" so often that this

Red Threat Truly Serious'-lke ISTAN DELAPLANPS 


To Sfoy For Years 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower said Thursday 
lhat, inescapably, world Com- 
munism confronts America with 
a truly serious situation—a prob- 
Jem broad in scope and great in 
depth that may confront 
free 


nations for 40 years. 


To meet it, the President told 


a news conference, a military 
program must "be devised whose 
strain our country can bear for 
years and years. 


But, he said, too, that there is 


no defense in the military alone, 
lhat we must be stiong in our 
beliefs, our convictions and in 
our hearts; strong economically 
intellectually and spiritually. 


Some of Best Educated 


At a conference marked by 


philosophizing and v/hat Eisen- 
hower called speeches, he said 
some of our best educated men 
in America espouse Communism 
or at least have beon supporters 
of Communism, and he is puzzled 
•by this phenomenon. He men- 
tioned no names. 


He said he just doesn't see how 


such a doctrine couid appeal to 
the 
human 
spirit, 
since 
it 


involves indifference to man and 
his 
living conditions 
and 
is 


coupled with bribery, deceit, cor- 
ruption, profligate spending in 
tome areas, fear and the threat 
cf force. 


What he fears more than any- 


thing else, the Chief Executive 
said is a failure to look this 
danger in its broad lace while 
we concentrate on Indo-China 
or think of possible penetrations 
in the Middle East or of one of 
our friends in Europe. 


The issues of Communism on a 


world wide basis and specifically 
in 
Indo-China 
were 
interlaced 


through much of the news confer- 
ence. 


As of this moment, Eisenhower 


said, he has no plan to ask Con- 
gress for authority to intervene in 
Indo-China or to grant him the 
power to act, should it become 
necessary, while Congress is out 
of session. 


Special Session 


If the problem should arise, he 


said, it would be on the crest of 
some crisis and it would be laid 
before Congress. That would mean 
a special session should such a 
crisis arise after Congress, ad- 
journs. 
. 


Asked as a former general to 


appraise the military situation in 
Indo-China, the President said that 
in some respects to situation pos- 
sibly is better than it was. In- 
stead of having to be strong every 
place, he said, the French now 
have a smaller territory to defend 
in the Red River delta around 
Hanoi, with no jungles to stop 
movements of troops.

the turnover among employees

lowest beginning salary at the 
Hastings institution is $125 a 
month. 
"This turnover affects the pa- 


tients' care and treatment in 
mental institutions and we are 
fast reverting to the much de- 
nounced philosophy of custodial 
care for the mentally ill," the 
letter said.

OMAHA W)—Nebraska has saved 


half a million dollars by return 
ing the responsibility for paying 
medical expenses of the aged to 
the counties, Gov. Robert Crosby 
said Thursday. 


"That shows," he told the Na- 


tional Association of County Offi- 
cials, "that if you want responsi- 
ble administration of public wel- 
fare programs you had better get 
it down to the local area of gov- 
ernment." 


In Nebraska, iie said, the ceil- 


ing for old-age assistance is SG5 
a month. Before 1946. he added, 
the counties handled all payments 
for medical expenses made in ex- 
cess of the ceiling. 


• "In 1946 the responsibility was 
shifted to the state government," 
he went on, "and expenses started 
to zoom." 


To hold costs down, he said, 


the Legislature set up a new for- 
mula in 1947—the state matching 
with three dollars every dollar con- 
tributed by the counties. 


But the cost still climbed. 


. "So last spring the Legislature, 
after a good deal of controversy, 
finally returned all the responsi- 
bility to the counties," he said. 


• Crosby said the estimate of the 
half million dollars saved came 
from the Department of Public 
Welfare, which had made a study 
of the amount spent by 18 coun- 
ties and projected it to all 93.

the bonds nor are the bonds a 
lien against the property of the 
city. 
Leases Possible 


The city can, -without taking 


bids, lease the lots for operation 
by private parties. By taking 
bids and awarding a contract to 
the highest responsible bidder, 
the operation of the lots can be 
leased for any number of years. 


If it likes, the city can also 


operate the lots itself. The city 
has authority, to fix rates to be 
charged in the lots at all times, 
even if a lease is entered into. 


Those persons who favor a 


change to give the city authority 
to establish off-street parking 
lots should vote for the charter 
amendment. Those persons op- 
posed to such authority should 
vote against the-amendment.

Hill had won two 
n a row. while Dean Cromwell, 
he longtime leader of the team, 
an up a streak of nine titles in a 
ow from 1935 through 1943. 
This time Mortensen will send a 
quad of 20 athletes into the pre- 
iminaries, which are scheduled to 
'et under way at the University of 
/lichigan's Ferry Field at 3:30 p.m. 
CST). 
This is the largest team in 


the field and. as a consequence. 
Mortensen's charges probably will 
double the score of their nearest 
rivals. 


Actually, Southern Cal has only 


one fellow who might be called a 
certain winner. «He's Jim Lea, the 
defending champion in the 440. He 
has the best clocking of the season 
to his credit — 47 seconds flat — 
and not one In the field has come 
close. 


Ernie Shelton, another Trojan 


operative, is favored in the high 
jump, but he'll have to fly high 
to beat out Chuck Holding of East 
Texas State. Both have gone over 
6 feet 10 inches and are in the race 
to become the first juniper to clear 
the magic seven-foot barrier.

OFF-STREET PARKING 


PROPOSITION NO. 2 


"A PROPOSITION TO AMEND ARTICLE VHI OF THE CHARTER OF THE CITY 
OF LINCOLN, NEBRASKA BY ADDING THERETO A NEW SECTION TO BE 
NUMBERED SECTION 21, WHICH-NEW SECTION SHALL READ AS FOL- 
LOWS: 


"Section 21. For the purpose of relieving traffic congestion on the streets of 


the city of Lincoln by providing parking facilities for the parking of. motor vehicles, 
the city shall have the power to purchase, lease, construct and otherwise acquire, 
own, operate, or cause to be operated, and to maintain off-street parking lots, 
buildings, structures and facilities upon, above or below, or above and below the 
street level for the parking of motor vehicles, together with such rights of way, 
personal property, rights, franchises, appliances, instrumentalities, equipment and 
machinery necessary or incident to the proper operation and maintenance thereof; 
to reconstruct, extend, enlarge, or alter any such off-street parking lots, buildings, 
structures and facilities now or hereafter owned by the city: to condemn, under 
the procedure provided by law for condemnation of property by cities of the 
primary class, any real estate, buildings, structures, personal property, rights, fran- 
enises and instrumentalities necessary or convenient for any such purpose; and the 
city shall have all powers incident to those herein expressly granted or necessary 
for their exercise, including the power to pay the cost thereof by pledging and 
hypothecating the revenue from all or any part of such off-street parking facilities 
owned, leased, or to be owned or leased by the city. In the exercise of the 
authoritv granted herein, and notwithstanding any existing charter provisions to 
the contrary, the city may issue and sell revenue bonds and refund such bonds 
from time to time at "maturity or prior to maturity with the consent of the holders 
thereof unless said bonds are subject to redemption prior to maturity, and enter 
into such contracts in connection therewith as may be proper and necessary. Such 
revenue bonds shall be a lien only upon tee : evenue anu earnings of the off-street 
parking lots, buildings, structures and facilities owned, leased, or to be owned or 
leased by the city; provided, the city shall not issue and have outstanding at any 
one time revenue bonds authorized by this section in excess of the sum of S900.- 
000.00 unless the proposition relating thereto has been submitted to the qualified 
electors of the city at a general or special election, and authorized by a majority 
vote of such electors voting thereon at such general or special election. 


"Notwithstanding any existing provisions of the charter to the contrary, any 


revenue bonds issued under this section shall be authorized by an ordinance which 
shall describe in a general way the proposed project, fix the principal amount of 
said bonds, and fix the maturities thereof which shall not exceed forty years from 
date of said bonds, and shall include such covenants as may be deemed necessary 
or desirable to assure the successful and profitable operation of said off-stree 
parking facilities and prompt payment of the principal and interest of said bondr 
and said bonds shall be sold by the governing body of the city in such mannr 
as the governing body shall determine at a public sale. The selling price of bond? 
shall be such that the interest cost to the city of the money received from the bonds 
sold shall not exceed five per cent annually computed to absolute maturity of the 
bonds according to standard tables of bond values. 


"It shall be the duty of the council to fix charges and fees for the use of said 


off-street parking lots, buildings, structures and facilities by the public sufficient 
at all times to provide for the operation maintenance, repair, reconstruction, ex- 
pansion and extension of said off-street parking lots, buildings, structures and fa- 
cilities, and to provide for interest and principal pa3'ments on said bonds, and to 
carry out any covenants that may be provided in the ordinance authorizing the 
issuance of any such bonds, and shall make all necessary rules and regulations lor 
the proper operation thereof. The income received by the city therefrom shall be 
placed in a separate fund designated as "Off-Street Parking Fund", and shall be 
used and pledged for the payment of the cost of operation, maintenance and repair 
of said off-street parking lots, buildings structures and facilities and for the pay- 


i ment of the interest upon and principal of any bonds issued hereundcr as they 
! become due or are called for payment, and to carry out all covenants of the ordi- 
' nance under which said bonds are issued. Any funds remaining may be permitted 
to accumulate to be used as the citv council may direct for the purchase or con- 
struction of off-street parking facilities and for the extension, expansion, recon- 
struction and improvement of existing facilities. 


"The citv council shall have authority to lease all or part of any such parking 


facilities, to fix and collect rentals therefor, and to fix. charge and collect rentals, 
fee* and'charges to be paid for the use of any such parking facilities, and to make 
contracts for the operation and management of the same, and to provide for the 
MSC. management and operation thereof through lease or by its own employees or 


one publication in some newspaper of general circulation published in the city 
of Lincoln at least ten days prior to the date for receiving bids. All income and 
revenue derived from any such lease or contract, shall be deposited in the "Off- 
Si reel Parking Fund" and used for the purposes and in the manner hereinbefore 
set forth.

bonds issued under this section in any en il action, mandamus or other proceeding. 
mav enforce and compel the performance of all duties required by this section and

... Move There Would Be Direct Threat 


SAN FRANCISCO (/P) — Sec- 


retary of State John Foster Dulles 
warned C o m m u n i s t 
China 


Thursday night to keep hands off 
"free world" positions in the 
Western Pacific. 


He also bluntly said that any 


attempt to extend "European" 
political systems to South Amer- 
ica would be considered a danger 
to the United States. 


Addressing some 600 members 


of the San Francisco World Af- 
fairs Council during a brief halt 
in a whirlwind West Coast tour, 
Dulles said: 


"There is a danger that the 


Chinese Communists — in their 
feeling of power and in their 
hatred for the United States— 
may undertake to try to capture 
the free world positions in West- 
ern Pacific'with a view to driv- 
ing the United States back to 
California."

Maybe it's because Lincoln 


pedestrians are quicker of foot 
than most, but according to the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion this city is one of the safest 
for pedestrians. 


Lincoln Thursday was one of 


nine cities in the U.S. to receive 
citations for pedestrian safety. 
Winner of the 50,000 to 100,000 
class was Roanoke, Va. 
Mt. 


Vernon, N. Y.. and Kalamazoo. 
Mich., were tied for second place. 


This city's pedestrian safety 


record includes only 74 injuries 
for the recorded period of 12 
months of 1953, and no fatalities 
for the same time. 


The safety trend for civilians j 


in Lincoln ran in accord with the 
findings of the AAA which an- 
nounced that 1953 was the safest 
year on record for the man on 


foot. Approximately 8,500 people 
lost their lives in pedestrian ac- 
cidents during the year, which 
was a decrease of about 100 from 
the previous year. 


A citation certificate will be 


presented the city for the period 
achievement. The citation comes 
after completion of the AAA's 
15th annual National Pedestrian 
Protection contest. 


The top award for all classes 


in the competition went to Kan- 
sas as the top state for pedestrian 
traffic and to Kansas City and 
York, S. C., as grand award win- 
ning cities. 


Iowa City, la., received a ci- 


tation for its accident record, and 
Council Bluffs and Burlington, 
la., received citations for pedes- 
trian safety in their respective 
classes.

Earlie'r, in Seattle, Dulles told 


an international audience: "The 
United States will never f i g h t 
for Colonialism." 


In an address to the International 


Rotary Clubs convention, which has 
drawn members from all parts of 
the non-Communist world, he also 
challenged the theory that creation 
of a United Nations peace observa- 
tion commission for Indo-China 
might impede negotiations at Gen- 
eva. 


U, S. diplomats in Washington 


have said Britain and France are 
the principal supporters of the 
theory, but Dulles did not mention 
either by name. 


He said Thailand's appeal for 


United Nations action "has our 
strong support."

Blast At McCarthy 
WASHINGTON (/P) — The of- 


fice of special Army counsel 
Joseph N. Welch reported late 
Thursday 
that "several thou- 


sand" telegrams have come in 
praising Welch for his denunci- 
ation of Sen. McCarthy Wednes- 
day.
